INTRODUCTIONS: Tosti welcomed new members Padaria, Beck, White, McKenna 
ELECTION POLICY: Tosti reminded members to avoid visible participation in local 
election campaigns to preserve the FinCom’s impartiality. 

BUDGETS: All members have budget books. SubComs should meet w/ department 
heads as soon as possible. Total increase for each appointing authority should be 
capped at 3.5% after collective bargaining to stay within the plan. 

NOTE: The articles in the preliminary Warrant received at the meeting (Ref 1) were not 
numbered. For the purposes of these minutes they are numbered sequentially as 
shown in Ref 1. 

ART 44 Pg 10 COURT JUDGEMENT IN FAVOR OF MM TECH: Bilafer requested 
$794,184 to pay MM Tech for the retirement costs associated with 13 non-teacher MM 
Tech employees who were working between 1973 and 1983. Bilafer and Greco 
explained that, during this time, these people were part of the Arlington non-contributory 
(pay-as-you-go) retirement system. They went on to explain, partly in response to 
questions, as follows: In 1983 MM Tech set up an independent retirement system. All 
the contributions made by the MM Tech employees with interest earned was transferred 
to the new MM Tech system. The monies contributed by MM Tech remained in the 
Arlington system. In the 1990s MM Tech requested that these funds be used to help 
pay retirement costs for the 13 former employees. MM Tech believes this is consistent 
with the established policy between retirement systems whereby when an individual has 
worked for more that one municipality, each municipality pays a portion of the 
individual’s pension based on the fraction of that person's career spent in that 
municipality. Bilafer stated that the work of these particular employees did not benefit 
Arlington so that the established policy did not apply. The CRB challenged the MM 
Tech claim in Superior Court and received a negative judgement which was supported 
on appeal (No. 08-P-1491). The Town's legal department wasn't involved in this case. 
Bilafer stated that he would not be able to commit to maintain the 5% cap in the annual 
pension appropriation increase unless the Town assumed this payment. He did not say 
how the new obligation would affect the annual appropriation. Members asked Greco to 
document the situation in a detailed memo. Members have been emailed the judgement 
of the appeals court. 

ART 59 Pg 13. PENSION ADJUSTMENTS: Bilafer explained this annual vote that 
establishes a floor on the pensions of certain retirees at 50% of the current salary of the 
position from which they retired. 



ART 60 Pg 13 OPEB TRUST FUND: Bilafer requested that the full annual contribution 
be restored. He noted that this amount is inadequate. The CRB's accountant 
recommended $1.5m/yr but has not yet included the GIC cost reduction. 

REVIEW OF WARRANT: Tosti walked the committee through the warrant to identify 
articles that the FinCom will hear & report. Turkall will contact the sponsors & arrange 
hearing schedule. Articles submitted by the Town Manager will be covered when he 
comes before the FinCom on other matters.

HOW TO VOTE BY ABSENTEE BALLOT 
Reasons for voting absentee 

You may vote absentee if you are registered and will be unable to vote at the polls on Election Day 
because of 

Absence from the Town 
Physical disability 
Religious beliefs 

Illegal absentee voting is punishable by a fine of up to $10,000 and up to five years in prison. 

Applying for an absentee ballot 

You must apply for an absentee ballot from the Town Clerk no later than noon of the day before 
the election. Applications may be mailed or hand delivered and you may use any form of written 
communication (letter or postcard) or the official application form. 

Include on the application 

Your name as registered 
Your registration address 
Precinct, if you know it 

The precise address to which you wish the ballot sent 
Your own signature 
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Requesting to vote by mail 


A ballot will be sent to any address you specify including your own home. Be sure to apply early 
because the ballots must be sent by mail and may be returned by mail or hand delivered. 

Requesting to vote in person 

If you prefer, you may request to vote in person before Election Day. You may vote at the Town 
Hall before Election Day at a time arranged with the Clerk, but application for your ballot must be 
made no later than noon of the d ay before the election . A voter may apply for an absentee ballot 
and then vote over-the-counter during the same visit. 

Applying to vote if you are absent from the state, in the armed services or a prisoner 

Registered and unregistered residents of Massachusetts outside the state and residents on active 
duty in the armed forces and merchant marine and their spouses or dependents, and prisoners, may 
vote absentee. They may request an absentee ballot from the Town where they legally reside (if 
outside the U.S., where they resided last before leaving). In addition, a close relative may apply on 
their behalf in person at the Town Clerk's Office. 

A parent of a registered voter who is a student at a Massachusetts college or university may apply 
for an absentee ballot on the student's behalf to the Town Clerk where the student is registered. 

In all cases, unregistered voters must register in person when they return to the state, since this 
does not establish permanent registration. 

What if I am permanently physically disabled? 

If you are permanently physically disabled and cannot cast your vote at the polling place, you may 
file a letter from your physician with the Town Clerk, stating that you are permanently unable to 
cast your vote at the polling place because of physical disability. A completed application for an 
absentee ballot, for you to sign and return, must be mailed by the Town Clerk to you at least 28 
days before every primary and election. 

NOTE: Voters who are admitted to a health care facility after noon of the fifth day before an 
election may apply for an absentee ballot up until the polls close on the day of the election (rather 
than noon the day before the election) and must designate a person to hand deliver and return the 
absentee ballot.
